Today, visitors can see 
Fort Qaitbey when they visit Alexandria.

The Muntazah palace is by the sea in Alexandria. King Abbas the 2"'' built this 
as a home for himself in 1892.lt has two towers and high walls around it on 
three sides.The other side faces the sea.You can't go inside the building now , 
but you can visit the beautiful gardens. Tourists like visiting it. They can enjoy 
its gardens.
